-A. Berkey, Agent of. the Sunday 
School Union, wnder the sanction of this Synod, made 
the following report : On the 15th of November, I en- 
tered upon my mission, as Sunday School Agent, and 
continued my labours in this interesting cause, without 
interruption, for about three months, at which time I was 
called home, on account of sickness and deaths among 
the members of my family, which prevented me from 
labouring in this cause; for about three 'months. After 
this, the weather was very unfavourable for some time 
for organizing Sunday Schools, yet | succeeded in esta- 
blishing ‘several, which are ina flourishing condition, 
and I made preparations: for organizing several Sunday 
Schools more. 

In the month of May, I again commenced the busi- 
ness of my Agency, and laboured in the vicinity of 
Reading, Hamburg, Orwigsburg and other places. I 
succeeded im erecting a number of Sunday Schools, and 
visited others, which had been established, which are in 
avery: prosperous condition, and has dispensed many bles- 
sings to the children whieh composed them ; especially 
those of Reading and Or rwigsburg. Inasmuch. how- 
ever, aS many persons in the sphere of my labenrs, 
were’ much prejudiced against. Sunday Schools, it was 
out of my power to establish many, yet J have the plea- 
sure to inform you, that these prejudices, in many pla- 
ces, are giving way, and adesire for having Sunday 
Schools erected, is hecoming more prevalent. Another 
great obstacle to my progress in this useful work, arose
